A tragedy was enacted on Vriday at Ta; 
Po, the victim belng the Opium Farmer's 
representative in tho New Territory, 
second excise offcor Chau Ben, -Ohan. 
The first reports rcoeived regarding 
crime wore uf a se sational nature, many 
ghastly dotalls peing supplied, which, now 
that tho true facts havo como to light 
have been proved to be the result of ima- 
gination. oa: 

Tt appears that shortly after midnight on:
